Land Warrants. —Below we publish a 
letter from the Cnminisioner of the Cffca- 
eral Land Office at Washington, which 
we find in a morn ing cotemporary, of great 
importance to those who have located 
warrants on the public school lands in 
this State; 

General Land Office, 1 

Feb. I8th, 1854. ( 

Sir:—I am in the receipt of your letter 
of the 15th l it. in reference to the selec¬ 
tions made by yourself and others, as 
Agents of the State pf California, under 
the 8th section of the'4th September, 1841, 
and requesting that those selections may 
be promptly acted upon, and the State 
Warrants returned to Ihe Register, for de¬ 
livery to the parties entitled thereto. 

You may rest assured that there will be 
no unnecessary delay here in certifying 
to thc State these lands. The State War¬ 
rants, however, will have to be retained 
here as they will have become the basis of 
official action, but as the locators will 
have to have some evidence ’upon which 
the Sta'e Authorities can act, the Rerister 
at Benicia and Lns Ange!os_have this day 
been instructed to issue Certificates of lo¬ 
cation upon which it is presumed the State 
will issue the patents. This is the course 
pursued by the State of Louisiana.

We have 
almost attained the unenviable position ot 
head-quarters for all the murderers, theivf i 
and shat pers of every degree, down to the 
miserable sueker, who hangs around our 
public houses, begging his daily allow- 
ance i f “sh am ” One fact is evident, it 
some decisive steps are not taken, and that 
aoon too, the respectable portion of our

The Prince sug¬ 
gested, that, as King Leopold was a Con 
siitutional king, it would be necessary to 
have the sanction of the Minister lor for¬ 
eign Affairs to the arrangement. The 
Minister was sent for, and his approval 
was given to the proposed arrangement.

7'i ’ast intelligence from Lesser \Val- 
lachi.i, via Belgrade, represents that coun¬ 
try as in a mo.*t distured state. I he pea¬ 
sants are soharrassed with exactions, that 
they prefer any fat to their present. The 
greater number of the inhabitants ot two 
villages are mentioned as having abso¬ 
lutely refused any longer to comply with 
the requisitions of the Russians, and to 
have withdrawn en masse to the moun¬ 
tains. Prince Gort-chakoff, on hearing of 
this unexpected act, sent troops to sitr- 
rouitcd the villages, and announced that it 
on the instant the remaining inhabitants 
did rnd Iliemsol vs submit, lid answer f... 
the return of their companions, fire and 
sword should be set to vv.rk. The pea- 
*,-ints refusing to answer for the absent, 
tne villages were burned to the ground, 
and a great number o f 'persons massacred. 
This dreadful place of unnecessary cruel 
tv had excited indignation in the whole 
country. The mountains were being filled 
with guerilla corps, composed of the 
young peasants. Two of these bodies con¬ 
sisted of not less than 1200 men.

Death nt General Armstrong.— The 
telegraph announces the death, at Wash¬ 
ington, of General Robert Armstrong, 
pnncipal proprietor of the Washington 
Union. The disease of which lie died 
was congestion of the bra n, and his age 
>v .- about 65. Gen. Armstrong was born 
East Tennessee, and at an early day 
he settled at Nashville, of which city he 
was Postmaster from 1829 to 1844, when 
he was appointed consul to Liverpool by 
President Polk. He was a volunteer 
lieu'enant in-ihe campaigns of 1813-15, 
and was severely 1 wounded at the battle 
of Trlladega. Gen. Armstrong earned 
his military title.—to the highest of which 
he was promoted in the Florida War of 

1830 _by active service. The deceased 

was one of the most intimate personal 
friends « t General Jackson, and it will,be 
remembered that it was to him the old 
hero bequeathed his war sword.
